Mow¥rasar, Mareh 8—4 P, M.—Our usually

dull city is a1l at once wule nwake, and the

centres ol news, around Place d’'Armes and
Oreat St Jawes sireet, are in a great bustle,
The privcipal hoiels are as lively a8 any of

our Broadway earavanseties, and for once
{hc smeepy old capital of Unouda is tolerably
well aroured.

This is owing In some depree to the action of
the Home Government In suspending the writ
ol habeas rmanu in Ireland, but more directly to
the =torics bere told of the extrmordinary ac.
tivity of the Femans in New York and other
large cities of the Umited Btates. It is judged by
some of toe best informed that the Feninus
make & demonetration on or belore Bt. Patrick's
Day upon these previnces, or else the fever will
ecool off, the sule of bonds will cease, and the
entire wovement come 1o a very contemptible
fallure,

It appears that our Government, whatever
thev may belleve, are willing to sdmit the lact,
und have sccordiugly taken steps to resist the
possible demonstration. It ix now kmown, by
despatches irom Ottawn yesterday, immediately
upon the arrival of Hon, Mr, MelGeo from Mon-
treal, n Cabinet Coupncil was held, At the im-
portant sitiing were preseat Messrs. John A,
Macdonsald, Galy, Campbell, McGee, Chapias,
Blacrkburn, and Ferguson Blair,

In view of preseni circumstances and the vast
amount of property at etake, ana the more im-

ortaut conslderation, the protection of our fel-

ow-subjecis along the fronlier, exposed to the
marauding operations ol the Fenians, it was re-
solved to call oul 10,000 voluntecrs for the pro-
tection and delense of the Csuasdman frontier,
This step in adopted wmainly as 0 precautionary
measure, but i wanted for more active service,
the volunteers will be nn haud. It is hoped that
active excrtions will not bie necessary, but if
they are, the Government relies with confidence
on the courage on the Cpoadian volunteers.

Very naturally this action has produced in-
tenge excitement, and the usunlly phlegmatic
citizens who go to bed at sunset, are dazzled
and bewildered with the great event. The red-
cont martinets of the regular army swell won-
derfully, and from Colorel down to Orderly Ber.
geant they are profoundly silent, mysterious,
and conscquentinl—the salvation of the Pro.
vinces seems fo rest upon their Atlantean
ehoulders, .

The orders for caling ont ten thousand militia
were promulgated in this morning’s papers. All
at opee 1t was discovered that Montreal was
crowded with strapgers, « d when those inmo-
ecents came dewn to breakjast and took seals
they had occupled (a many of them) since
the beginning of your late Rebellion, they were
glowered upon so frichtfully by John Ball that
the poor fellows, innecent ws lumbs of anythin
that might poesibly smell of gunpowder, shrun
into their very elippers, All nasaltomed so-
journers are suspected, and we must show elean
bills of health or very posaibly be compalled to
take the frst traww for Bt. Albans, where our
bank accounts are kept,

There are s few armories, containing relics of
the wars of Queen Anne and some modern arms,
Around these the nuthorities hav e stationed
guards, just as if they were in danger. Bome
suspect considerable Feninn .-truufth ying perdu
in this city; but I cannot imagine it possible,
Our population is much more than hall French,
ol the Knanueck pattern; and of thoge who speak
English, not ope in twenty i# an Irishman, How-
ever, we have got the scare, and it muss run its
COurEe.

The Telegraph, looking townrds and remem-
bering 8t. Albans, with a sort of guilty con-
sclence tone, says:—

“In view of the tact that Mountreal is at the present
{ime tuvored wilh (he residence a1 o large number of
suspielous strangers, who exbibit a good deal ot in-
tercst 1 onr banks and other depositaries of money
and properiy, 1t would be a wiso prooaution tor the
citiz: ns to organize ward patrols, A hittle extra pre-
cantion al ths time may pr-vont. dome wailing hore-
after over the want of it,”

The Gazette, aftar quoting accounts of Fenian
movements on your slde of the forty-fifth pa-
rallel, talks in this way abous international obli-
gations:—

“1f our neighbors really intend to take measures
to prevent mischiel, aund to keep themselves (rom
embrollmont beoauss of Fonlaulvm, it s time they
should met. It is evident now to eyery ome that the
Fenlan leaders are making pse of the suspénsion
of the habeas sorpus 1o Iroland to inflame the
ardor of their dupes to the uttermost. Thav are
making the most frantic efforts to rawe men and
money. ‘That they ean ralse money enough to sarry
on operations on a Iarge scale wo do not bLelieve,
That they can raise men and reney in plenty for
ma suding parties is not to be doubtod. As
to the quesiion of wre:ting aither lreland or Canada
from Great Britain, that we regard ss simply pro-
poaterous. Bat there is just now not a littls danger
that forays along the froptier, or even against Moun-
treal iself, may be lttrmplu{ before the navigntion
opons, Not many of these who ceme over wonld go
back Our b ftnlll.r wounld keep them lorever.
But lives will lost and preperty destroyed, for
whieh the apathy of thelr Govermment will render
the United States respomsible. It is not & quei-
tion ot secret preparation, e! which s Govern-
ment can either bo ignorant or pretend ignorangs.
he g:rrmtia‘n. are opon, avowod, boasted of, and
pare + The United States Government lakes no
#tep to stop the work, and thess mon think, sud
liave reason te think, that it desires it to go on, to
oneourave and fester it. Perchance the Gevern-
ment holas 1t best to allow the pasaon of the Neul-
ans to expoud Meoll in gwscomade, and Lhus fally
exerted, it will soomest die out, It &:‘mmbu tho
authorities are right, but they risk m by sueh &
course. At all events, the ocourse we must pursus s
obvious. A blew will be struck aimost immediately,
or the tmbble will burst, Daring the next feur
weeks, therefore, svery Canadian must be p
to do duty as & policeman and so'dier; to obtain and
fornieh Information to the Governwunt, aud te use
arms to repol attack should any band of
ruffians imvade any portlon of the eountry, The
Government must aet, too, vigerously and with de-
clsion, No oost should be & o seoure the
safety of the country. Under present ciroumsianses,
Parliament will assnredly h :'llo over uubllllla
for the militis when sent in, We have utly
very little to hepe for tr«nﬂ.lul.rodmt:li of owr
wneighbore. We must only act tho more vigorously
im our ewn behall"”

GRAND ETRATROY—TIE PARTITION OF GANADA,

Expeditions for the invasion of Cunada will
rendesvous at Detroit and Rochester, and st
Ogdensburg and Platisburg, ana at Portland.
The forces assembled at the two first-named
WoLutE e 1o gperate conjoinly soninst Tul’m]to.
lamilton, and the west of Upper Caonda. From
Ogdensburg and Platteborg demenstrations w
be made neaminst Montresl, and ultimste
Quebec; Kingston will be approsched by Cape
Viocent, while Portlund will be the gemernl
place of embarkation for expeditions against the
capitals of New Brunswiek and Nova Scolia.

THE BASES OF OPERATIONS,

The Canndian and Provincial borders once
crossed, bases of operations will be established
in the enemy's country, so that internations!
quarrels with the Washington Government may
be evaded, There are to be lands chosen at the
hend of Passamequoddy Baey, Saint John's, on
the Chambly, close to the loot of Lake (.‘wm-
plan; Prescott, on the 8t Lawrenco; oll
sland, at the head of Lake Ontario; Hamilton,
Coburg, Goderich, amd Windsor, in Upper
Cannda, These places are all within convenient
distances of the United States, and afford by
water an casy retreat, as well as cunning recep-
tacles for fresh Americun leyvies,

THE FORCES AT THR DISPOSAL OF THE PENIANG.

The Sweeney Government calculates fo have,
h’{ the 1at of Apnil, Ateen millions of dollars at
I8 disporal, in ready cash. This will give trans-
sortation and maintenance for ene menth to
hirty thousand men, & grenter number than
were ever betore mustered to the conquest of
the Canndian possossions, Of this {orce, eight
thonsand will carry the line of the Grand
Trunk Road west of Hamilton; five thonsand,
crorsing from Rochester to Cobours, will be
Prrpnrctl 1o meve either east, in time (o act
ointly with three thousand men Irem Well
Island, vpon Kingston, or to take part with the
western cﬂ\tachmeut in the capture of Toronto.
Al this, it is believed, will be the work of two

weeks. Thus imtrenched uecumlf in Upper
Cansda, Iu:cldh:ﬁ1 all the routes of the Grand
Trunk, with sutficient rolling stoek secured to

control the main line, the Fealans hope to atiraet
to thelr colors fifty thousand American Irish-
men, and equip anavy on Lakes Huron, Erie and
Ontario. The avenues to return so baing secured,
thirty thousand men, under Gemeral Bweeney,
will move down the Si, Lawrence upen King-
ston, simuituncouely with ten thousand men by
the lines of the Chambly, and these will ¢on-
verge upon Montreal; in the meantime isolaved
expeditions from the rendezvous at Bt, An-
drews will reduce St Jobhn and Halifax, Lhese
furnishing depots for privateers and ocean men-
of-war to Intercept British transports and effec-
tumlly cloze the 8t, Lawrence. Quebec will
thus fall by the slow conquest of time; or, If the
resources of the garrison should be greater than
the patience of the invaders, the same heizhts
which two Irishmen have scaled before, will
again give foothold to the columns of the Bro-
therhood.
THR PLAX OF INVASION IN DETAIL.

At Obicago, the Fenians already powsess five
salling vessels, o tog, sud two steam transports;
at Bullalo, they are nergoliating for vessels: at
Bay City, Michigan, and at Cleveland they Lave
other craft im process of refitling: these will
simultaneously raise the green flug, and stand
roulf to suecor the land forces. Godaerieh,
Barnis, and Windsor will be simultaneounsly oe-
cupied: ull the available relling stock seized,and
the main line of the Grand Truok eut at @rand
River, to prevent the passazs of cars and loce.
motives to Hamilton. The phical eond-
guration of the western hall of Upper Canada
will permit of u few thousand men helding the
entire section of country between Cobourg and
the Georgian Bay, These are cennected by a
chain of lakes amd water courses, and {ha
country affords subsistence for a vast army.
Horses guflicient to mount a8 many cavalry as
the Brotherhood can muster, quartermasters'
teams in quantity, and & vast amount of lake
shipping, will at once be the property of the or-
ganization, The country will at omce be re.
duced to @ grand military depariment,
with Hamilton for the capital, snd =»
loan advertisad for, While this Is bemng
negotisted, General Bwreut‘ty will push rapidly
torward on he line of the Grand Trank, in time
to superintend the fall of Montreal, where ocean
shipping will be found In great quantity. With
the reduction of Menireal a demand will be
made upon the United States for a formal recoz-
nition of Cansdn, whose name is to be changed
ot once to New Ireland. While this Is being
nrged, the greea flag will scour all the bays and
gulte of Canada; s Femian fleet from Ban Fraw-
ciseo will ourry Vancouver and the Frazer River
couniry, and give security to the Pacifie squad-
ron, undezvnuniuf at San Juan, and the rights
of belligerents wiil be enforeed from the British
Government by prompt retaliation for the cruel-
ties of British courts-martial,

ARILITY OF THE FENIANS TO HOLD GANADA.

The popelation of the British provinces is
little above two amd a half millions, and the
military resources of the united provinces fall
short of sixty thowsand men, Of these nearly
ten thousand are of Irish birth or descent. The
States will furnish tor the aub]uwuon of these
eighty thousand veleran troops, With the single
exception of Quebec, it is belleved the whole of
the British provieces will fall in a single sam-
pagn. During the ensuing winter, diver-
dlons will be put im motion im Ireland,
and while it is believed the Brether
hood candefythe Queen's war transporis to land
an army in the West, arrangements will be
developed to equip & powerful navy, for aggres-
eive operations on the sea, Buofore the 1:1. of
June, it Is thonght, fifty commissioned vessals of
war and privateers, carryving thres handred
guns, will be aflont; and (o maintuin these o
tremendous morael influonoe will be exerted upon
every Irish-American citizea to contribute to the
utmost to the general fumd for the suppert of the
WY,

By the tempiine offer of 4 surrender of Canada
to the Wolted Bistes, Mr. Seward, 1t Is hoped, will
wink st connivance botween American chizens
and the Fenian conquerors, and by anether sum-
mer it iv thomght the demimion of the Brethor-
hood north of the Bi.

All that was mortal of the Inte Colonel Theo-

dore B, Bowers, Adjulant-General on the stuf

oi Lieutenant-Ueneral Grant, was committed to
the ground in the Cadet Cemetery, at the United

States Military Academy, West Point, at one

o'clock yeaterday afternoon, The funeral cere-

monial, though etricily willtary, was a deeply
impreasive one, its cblel features being its
touch ng simplicity and solemnity, [rom the
fact that the time that the burial was (o toke

lace was no! generally known, because tho
Eaur originally deterwined upon by Generel
Grant—iour o'clock—was changed to one o'clovk
P, M., the sttendauce from aUroad wae not so
Inrge as was eapected, This, with the fact that
the means of nocess to this military poat are
just now very inadequale, all visitors having to
be put scross the ferry throuzh the ice in one
small rowbout, may furtber help to acoount for
the slim attendonce other than military,

THE MELANCHOLY FRELIMINARIRS,

After the remains of the dead Adjatant-Gene-
ril bad been gathered ur from the fatal spot at
Garrison's, they were placed in the care of Dr,
Murch, one ol the sureeons of the post, with
directions to see if' the mangled ports could be
#0 put together s to preserve the semblance of
a corpre, This wes found o be uterly lmpos-
sible, s0 thoroughly hud the body been disinte-
grated by the pussuee of & car cverlt, 1t waa
then determned that the American flag should
be thie only shroud of the lamented Colonel, and
the tragments of the once perfect body were so
(‘in“ rupped and encothined previous to the final
Tiles,

AMPEARANCE OF THE DECEARED,

Bo much of the body of Colonel Bowers us was
preserved made only a partinl corpee—& portion
of oue of the extremities, a part ol one arm, ex-
ceedingly wutilated portious ol the chest and
hend, torming all that was committed to the
carth, It was remarked that op that part of the
face remamining comparasively intact a smile
rested, indicating thar he died without suffering,
And here, 1t may be wdded. was the only reeog-
wizuble feature, so tearfully tnd the terrivle
crusbing bemcath the car done its work, The
c¢oflin was mot opened after the enshroudment
and depositing ol the body in the casket,

THE ORBEQUIRS,

The funeral was in charge of Captain B, C.
Boynton, Adjutaut of the Acadamy, The rell-
glous services were very simple and briel, con-
sisting only of the reading of a few sensences of
Seripture trom the Episcopsl burial servive, in
presence ol 1he Lieutenant-General and siaf,
the officers of the post and their ‘amilies, the
uesdomic corps, the pall bearers, mourners, and
alew citizens, among whom were Colonel Wil
Ham 8. Hillyer, formerly of General Grant's
staff, a comrade of the decessed, and lamily;
Gemrral Kent, formerly a Provost Marshal I
one of the late armiss, and Hon, E, B, Wash-
Lurne and Judee Moulton, of the Congresgional
delegation. The cadet buttalion entered the
edifice 1n 1ts order, the whole scene unmistak-
ably indicating that all was heing dons that
could be to de houor to the memory of a distin-
guighed staff ofticer of the Generaldm-Chiet of
the army, who had met an untimely and meian-
choly death.

THE MARCH TO THE GRAVE.

The services \ninF closed at the chmpel, the
funeral procession toek op its line of march to
the grave as followe:—1, Music; 2. Escort of bat-
talien, ete.; 3. Chaplain and surgeons; 4. Hearse
and pall bearers; 4. Engineer company; 6. Cav-
alry detachment; 7. OfMcers of the army visiting
atypost and citizens; 8. Academioc staf; 9. Lisu-
tenant-General Crant and staff,

The music on the oceasion was in part sug-
pested by the subjoined letter from Major-
General Barnard, Chief Engineor of the Armies
of the United Btates in the Field, and which we
give because it embraces General Barnard's
opinion of the eharacter of Colonel Bowers—

‘ashington Valley, Captain Boyntom throwing
the carth om the coffin us the minister read the
pervice, The firing ever the grave closed the
gcene. The Lisutenant-General, staff, nad visi-
tore at once left by the Hudson River Railroad
in a wspecisl car for this city, Diming at the
Metropohitan, General Grant and staff left in the
B4 train for Waeshington,

INOIDENTS,

As an illugtration of the !Iodest‘r ot Colonel
Bowers it may be remarked that st the outbresk
ol the war hé raised & company of men, who de-
sired to elect him their captain, whereupon the
Democrats of the district, with whom he had
been pulltli:l.lllg associnted und who opposed the
war, sot up the cry that Colonel woers only
ralsed his compn{‘to get an office. He st once
enlisted naa private, and so served, and when,
fnally, after serving with General Grant jn s
clerical capacity, it wus deternined to cemmis-
sion him, on sceount of his extraerinary abili.
ties aud fidelity, and detail kim from the line for
slafl duty, he earnestly seught that he might be
commssioned a Hevfenunt and his first lienten-
ant made cuptain in bis stead, This was denied
bim, and he reluctamtly took the vacunt cap-
tainey at General Grant's request.

A monument will be erected 1o his memery the
coming summer by hissurviving comrades of the
Lieutenant-General's stall. —New ¥ork

THE GREAT ROXBURY MYSTERY

The Murderer of the Joyce
Children Arrested.

HIS CONFESSION OF THE CRIME
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A HARDENED WRETCH.

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Bosron, March 9.—The Boston Herald pub.
lishes along account of the discovery of the
murderer of the two ehildren, Isabella N. anad
Jobm 8, Jovee, which took place in Dus-
8y’ Woods, West Roxbury, on the 12th of June,
1865,

He was found to ke a conviet in the State
Prizon, who had been sent there for a burglary
committed in Woreaster county, ghortly ntter the
murder, His etrange conduct when arresied
led the efficers to think he was a hardened ori-
minal, and his subsequent bowsting of great
deeds performed by himself, together with some
of his unguarded expresmons, gave the eue,
which, being followed up by two Worcester
county offiecrs, has fastencd the murder almost
undeniably on himself,

His partial confessions, with the corrobora-
five evidence obtained, leave no doubt iu the
minds of the officers of his guilt,

His soubriguet Is “Scrateh Gravel,” aud his
real name Cherles Aaron Dodge, & native of
Massachusetty, but has been & rover for four-
tocn years, being now twenty-seven years of age.
He conicsses to having honted Indiams in
Florida; that he was sent to prison for life fora
murder committed in South Carolins; wus par-
doned; entered the Rebel army; was eaptured in
Morgan's raid into Ohio aud Indiana; was pa-
roled: afterwards enlisted In a Massachusaits
regiment; deserted in a short time; joined the
United States mavy; and afterwards served on
several gunboats,

AFFAIRS IN TENNESSEE.
